UUSSIAN INTERFERENCE. 


Wants Spain to Keep FlUltpplues 


Under American Protection. 


St. Petersburg, July 12—In discus- 


sing- the events of the war between 
Spain and the United States, which Is 
regarded as practically over, the No- 
vae Vremja observes that the politi- 
cal situation largely depends upon the 
attitude of Russia. It adds, with re- 
spect to the Philippine islands, that 
the time has arrived to state clearly 
Russia's policy. 'Russia has no posi- 
tive interests in the Philippine islands 
if they are divided. The best part will 
fall to Germany, Great Britain and 
Japan, thereby strengthening them in 
the Pacific. Therefore it is to Rus- 
sian advantage that the islands re- 
main in the possession of a single 
power, whether Spain or the United 
States. Russia would prefer to see 
the islands in the possession of Spain 
and under protection of ,the United 
States, who would keep out 
other 


claimants. By working in this direc- 
tion Russia would not only uphold her 
own 
interests but would serve the 


cause of general peace.

Spanish Prisoners t» Be Held There j 


Until Given Their Liberty. 


Portsmouth, July 12.—One of the most 


touching incidents of the day in con- 
nection with the debarkation of the 
Spanish prisoners at Seavey's island, 
where they are to be detained, was the 
farewsll of Captain Moreu of the Chris- 
tobal Colon. Few who saw the tender- 
ness with which the big hearted and 
Jovial commander walked down the line 
and affectionately • embrace each sea- 
man as if he was his only son could re- 
frain from tears. While the whole scene 
•will b« remembered by those who wit- 
nessed it as one of the touching examples 
of devotion and reverence in which the 
seaman of every ship holds his com- 
mander. 


The crew of the Colon had landed 


with the rest of the prisoners, and with 
them came Captain Moreu, who as- 
sisted Colonel Forney of the marine 
corps in his labors as mustering officer. 
This work took time, as each man's 
name and description had to be re- 
corded, but at last it was over, and then 
Captain Moreu turned to the American 
officer and asked permission to say a 
few parting words to the men who had 
stood by hitn so nobly. The request was 
readily granted, but Captain Moreu, in- 
•tead of making a formal and eloquent 
address to the long line, walked up to 
the man at the head of it, and taking- him 
warmly by the hand, tenderly kissad 
the grim sailor on the cheek. When the 
men saw the action of the commander 
they wept as if their hearts would brsak, 
and as the captain walked down the 
line shaking each by the hand and klss- 
jlng each sun-burned cheek as if it had 
been that of the moat beautiful ssnorita 
In Spain, each man threw his arrna 
around his commander's neck and g-ave 
him a most hearty embrace. 


'The first meal served to the prisoners 
•bowed the measure of hospitality of 
Uncle Sam towards his unfortunate 
enemies. It was far more generoua in 
quantity and more substantial in quality 
than many a hard-working man in our 
cities secure* tor his principal meal. 
The prisoners were drawn up in line by 
detachments, and eight cooka went past 
and served them roast beef, potatoes, 
oniona, bread and coffee in. utensils pro- 
vided for them. As a supply for this 
«r»t supper ef the men an American soil, ' 
thane were 1000 l«*vee of bread, 680 
pounds of beef and 50 gallons of coffee, 
besides sufficient quantities ef onions 
•nd potatoes. 


About iive acres oi the Island will 


comprise the prison yard of the cap- 
tives. 
The space wHl be enclosed with 


a fence eight faet in height. 
Outside 


this fence at a space seven feet from it 
* barbed wire boundary, eight feet high, 
if also to be constructed, beside which 
the sentries will be placed. 
At com- 


•landtag points also nailing guns will 
be placed, thus malting escape practi- 
e»lly hopeless to the prisoners. In the 
southeast corner of the enclosure, and 
•lese to the water, are the newly 
•reeled buildings that are to be both 
living and sleeping quarters for the men. 
There are 10 of them in all, long, low and 
flat-roofed, and if need be each can 
nhelter 800 men. 
The buildings are 18 


feet wide, 100 feet long, and are raised 
from the ground and thoroughly ven- 
tilated. 
Besides the prisoners' quar- 


ters there are a hospital building, a 
cook house equipped with 21 ranges, and 
•Jl necessary 


"Washington, July 12. — TTie delay in 


taking Santiago is explained by the 
statement that General Shafter did not 
care to force an attack upon the city 
as long as any outlet which afforded an 
avenue for the retreat of the enemy re- 
taained open. It is known that instruc- 
tions have beon sent to General Shafter 
(from the highest authorities in Wash- 
tngton not to hasten the bombardment 
Jof the city or expose the American 
troops to a general engagement if the 
'Surrender of the city can be accom- 
plished through a siege, the idea of the 
president being- to avoid. If possible, 
any further sacrifice of American lives. 
fThe capture of the city is known to be 
inevitable, whether the Americans fire 
la -shot or whether they remain perfectly 
.quiet in their trenches. Consequently 
there is no disposition to hurry the at- 
!tack or to expose our army to unneces- 
»ary danger. 


This is the answer which is made to 


critics of the apparent paralysis which 
seems to have overtaken the troops in 
front of Santiago. When someone sug- 
gested that Great Britain would have 
begun to bombard the minute that an 
•nrtimatum expired and not allowed the 
enemy to begin the firing-, much less 
would have apparently temporized with 
Spaniards as General Shafter seems to 
!have done, it was stated that the con- 
ditions were different and that the 
Airnerican forces would lose nothing by 
flelay. 


So far as cen be ascertained, the navy 


continues to do nothing. Thpre is cer- 
tainly no co-operation yet visible. The 
navy refuses to enter the harbor, and 
the army declines to storm Morro castle. 
Consequently the ships rock idly on the 
ocean, while the army pays no attention 
•whatever to the shore batteries, but 
proceeds to move upon the city. There 
seems to hav« been an effort on the part 
of some of the ships to send a few shells 
iover the hills into the city, but the re- 
ports show that the effort was not sue- i 
cessful. The lack of co-operation be- ' 
(tween the army and the navy led to a 
conference between the president and 
Secretary Long and the naval war board - 
»t the White Housl yesterday. It did j 
not result in upoitiye action. 
j 


It 'can be again"assexTea 't'flat tne ad- 


ministration has no knowledge what- i 
ever of any movement in the direction ! 
of peace, but that, on the contrary, "here 
: 


is every reason to believe that Spain 
proposes to prolong the war. 
General 


Blanco is undoubtedly a 
stumbling 


blook in the way of peace. He has bepn 
cabling to Madrid that he is able to hold i 
Havana against an army of 200.00iTmen 
and insists that the Spanish land forces 
be given an opportunity to retrieve the 
disasters which the Spanish navy has 
experienced. 


It cannot be foretold, of 
course, 


whether his advice will have any weight 
at Madrid, but the probability is that 
his representations will postpone, for 
a time at least, any propositions looking 
to the termination of the war. 
As a 


matter of fact, if Spain decides to ac- 
cept the fall of Santiago as inevitable, 
and if she is also willing- to lose Porto 
Rico and suffer the loss of Admiral Uarn- 
ara's fleet, .which must certainly occur 
within a comparatively short time, the 
United States will have considerable 
difficulty in capturing Havana, and then 
eubduine.the S

THE CUBAN WATER MONKEV. 


One Must Be im Expert to Drink From 


It Gracefully. 


The Cubans have a domestic 


called a "water monkey" that is to bi 
found in houses, hotels and offices. It an 
swers the same purpose as the olla in 
Mexico and the clay jugs of India. It i 
made of gray porous clay and is manufac 
tured in Malaga, "where the raisins come 
from." By absorption and evaporation 
a blanket of cool air surrounds the jug 
continually and keeps the water almost a 
cold as If it contained ice. In a coitntry 
where ice is both scarce and expeasivi 
these jugs are indispensable. 


The water monkeys have two apertures 


one abont the size of a dollar, throug] 
which water ia poured into a glass. On 
the opposite side is a protuberance with t 
small hole running through it. From thl 
tho experienced Cuban drinks withou 
touching it to his lips. When about tc 
drink, he holds It two or three Inches from 
his month, into which tho tiny stream o 
•water pours. Gradually and slowly h 
lifta tho monkey away from him allowlnf 
the water to flow from the monkey dow 
tls throat. 
Occasionally tho drlnkc 


gulps, and when his thirst has been satis 
lied he returns the monkey toward bi 
month, then suddenly tips It up, ahnttln 
off the stream, --it takes considerable ex 
perience to drink out of a water monkey 
gracefully. The beginner sends a strenr 
of water down his neck instead of hi 
throat four times out of five until lie has 
mustered tho art.—Exchange.

terviews with inen of mark in America. 
He then went abroad in the interests of a 
syndicate, and his brilliant interviews 
with many of tho greatest living French 
men and Englishmen wora published in 
the leading newspapers of the United 
States.

The most simple 


and efficacious way to control is to put in- 
side the dressing box a piece of paper on 
which the word "sterilized" is printed, 
and the paper before being sterilized is 
made blue by a solution of iodine, BO that 
the printing disappears. When a temper- 
ature sufficient for complete sterilization 
is produced within the apparatus, the io- 
dine goes oS and the word "sterilized" 
reappaara on the paper.—Lanoet.

mpney matters, as congresses go. Tho 
official statement of its appropriations 
shows that—war expenses and all— 
they aggregate $892,527,991. Of this sum 
$117,886,220 represents permanent ap- 
propriations to meet the requirements 
of the sinking fund, while $361,7 88,095 
represents expenditures connected with 
the war against Spain. The remain- 
der—only 
$412,903,676—constitutes 
the 


sum of the appropriations made at the 
late session to defray all ordinary ex- 
penses of the government, which is 
only 54,000,000 more than was appro- 
priated at the last session—including 
the extra session—of the fifty-fourth 
congress. All things considered, 
it 


must be conceded that the fifty-fifth 
congress has labored faithfully to es- 
cape the odium of a deficit. One reason 
•why the amount of the appropriations 
does not soar above a billion is the fact 
that no river and harbor bill was 
passed at the recent session, although 
the sundry civil act carries $14.000,000 
to meet contracts for river and harbor 
works authorized by previous con- 
gresses.

Aa Icehouse Said to Be More 


Than » Planing Mill. 


"Speaking of fires," said the insurance 


man, 
"they are tho queerest things in 


tho world. A lire will sometimes take in- 
finite pains to burn up everything inde- 
structible in sight and leave an inflamma- 
b'e article untouched. I have run across 
all sorts of queer pranks played by fires in 
my tiraa 


'•Some years ago the Insurance com- 


panies established a rule that all benzine 
rags in printing offices muse be put into 
closed mutal cans during the day, and that 
these carss should be emptied into the fur- 
Rices at tho close of business each evening. 
Shortly afterward there was aJfire in a 
printing office on Randolph Itreet one 
nigtt \Ye tried to find out the cause of it 
and finally concluded it must have origi- 
nated from spontaneous combustion of oiled 
rags. The printer insisted that every rag 
was burned each night and called his er- 
rand boy over to corroborate his statement 
that they could not have 'spontaneously 
combusted.' The boy looked crestfallen 
and said that he had forgotten to take 
them down the night before. But the 
theory was knocked out when he tinder- 
took to show us where he had left them, 
for there under a heap of burned rubbish 
was the rag receptacle with the lid secure- 
ly fastened down and every rag safe. 


"In another printing office flre every 


case was charred and every line of metal 
type was either melted or warped so as to 
be of no further nse, but the only font of 
wood type in the office turned up all right, 
and when the linseed oil which had boiled 
out of the wood and stood all over it in 
beads was wiped off it was as good as ever. 
"I onee canceled a policy on a rickety 


old frame planing mill which I knew 
would burn up inside of a year or two. 
That was 25 years ago. Since then every 
briok planing mill that I have insured has 
baen burned, but the old frame shed stood 
until last year, when it was torn down and 
replaced hy a new briok building. 


"Icehouses would seem to be good risks, 


but they burn more readily than match 
factories, and when the fire is over the con- 
tents are usually a total loss. I would 
rather insure gunpowder than ice any 
day.''—Chicago Record.

Ono of them was called to attend a patient 
who had been hit with nn*arrow, which 
was sticking in tho wound when the sur- 
geon arrived. Thit gentlem an tried to pull 
it out, but succeeded only in breaking it 
off, leaving the point in his patient's in- 
terior. 
Then the surgeon declined to do 


anything more, saying that all ailments 
of the inner body were in the field of phy- 
gicians and not of surgeons, and ho stuck 
to it. 


Tha Chinese physician does not know 


enough to give him a headache. He hag 
no curiosity and novor peers into the inner 
life of a subject. Ho is content to practice 
medicine as his predecessors did, and in 
his science the liver still is the scat of the 
soul, as it was in the days of Confucius. 
Therefore, from the livor come all tho no- 
ble and generous sentiments that make life 
Worth living, and no self respecting sur- 
geon or physician would probe this seat of 
mystery rudely. 


Ideas of pleasure have their origin In 


the pit of the stomach. K'jsturally it would 
be impious to prod that place with knives, 
BO stomach troubles arc treated with in- 
cantations. The gall bladder is tho place 
where a man keeps his courage, and the 
head is a solid bone.

the number of Chinese books on medicino 
is astounding, but each book contents 
itself with repeating the things that the 
first Chinaman discovered, so they do not 
shed much light.

A 
Chinaman thinks that he cannot got to 
heaven if his body is mutilated, and he 
will not let a surgeon cut off even a little 
finger if he can help it. 


The Chinese are not the only people who 


object to amputation through religious 
scruples. 
Turks will endure anything 


rather than to be barred from paradise, 
which they know will happen if they ar- 
rive at the gates in a cut up condition. In 
Burma a king died recently because ho 
would not allow tho touch of a surgical 
Instrument to pollute his royal body.—

A CONFEDERATE CRUISER. 


The Amount Captured by One Privateer In 


Eight Months. 


Jnsfc what one little privateer can do has 


been revealed by the short career of the 
Confederate cruiser Shenandonh. Sho was 
actually cruising for the destruction of 
Union property but eight months, and 
during that time she captured and de- 
stroyed vessels to the value of $1,200,000. 
and the United States bad never been able 
to direct a blow against her. She had vis- 
ited every ocean except the Antarctic, cov- 
ering a distance of 68,000 stajuto miles. 
She destroyed many whalers in the Arctic 
ocean. It was there that tho last gun for 
the southern cause was fired. It was flrod 
from the deck of the privateer cruiser 
Shenandoah by Commander .lames Irecloll 
Waddell on June 22, 1865, just 74 days 
after tho surrender of Lee at Appomnttox. 


Commander WaddoU could not persuade 


himseU to enter nn American port and for 
some time aimlessly scoured the seas. 
In 


August, however, ho spofce the English 
ship Barracouta, bound from San Fran- 
cisco to Liverpool, and from her received 
conclusive evidence of the end of the war 
between tho states, fle resolved to seek 
an English port, and so on Nov. 6 the 
Shenandoah entered St. George's channel, 
having sailed 32,000 miles without seeing 
land. On Nov. 6 she steamed up the 
Mersey, and the Confederate flag having 
been hauled down by Commander Wad- 
dell, ho sent a communication to Earl Rus- 
sell, English minister of foreign affairs, 
placing his ship ut the disposal of the Brit- 
ish government. 
Through Earl IlusseH 


the vessel was transferred to the jurisdic- 
tion of the American minister, Charles 
Francis Adams, who caused her to bo con- 
veyed to this country to be dismantled.— 
Altanta Constitution.

• F«r.oiial Matter With ThouMttdfc 
Extru—Bulletin*—Halmed Veteran*. 


NEW YORK, July 19.—[Special.]—It Is 


only about a week even now since the 
American people as a whole, judging from 
their representatives In this the largest 
city of the country, began to realize In 
sober earnest what war really Is. 
** 


For a month before tho reported carnage 


among our boys near Santiago those 
who took the present struggle very seri- 
ously were not numerous. The bloodless 
nature of the earlier operations, so far aa 
our side was concerned, particularly the 
destruction of the Spanish ships in Manila 
bay, 
had led most folk to conclude that it 


wasn't much more thon a play war for 
US, after all. 


This was noli warranted by any logical 


analysis of the situation or by tho lessons 
of history, and here in New York at least 
it was in curious contrast to the worried, 
almost panicky feeling so apparent all 
through the first month after the begin- 
ning of hostilities. Then it was confident- 
ly feared—if I may couple these words— 
that the bold and bloodthirsty dons would 
surely bombard tho Atlantic coast cities, 
and that Now York would, of course, be 
a great sufferer from the Spanish shots. 


Extras and Bulletins. 


It was while this feeling lasted that the 


hourly eztra issues of certain afternoon 
newspapers, distinguished by enormous 
captional display and mighty little news, 
all set in job type, enjoyed their greatest 
vogue. At that time New Yorkers seemed 
quite daft in their devotion to these frothy 
products of the rapid press, each extra 
selling tens of thousands and maybe hun- 
dreds of thousands of copies, even when 
its contents included nothing save what 
had already been printed. 
' 


It was during this period, too, that the 


bulletin boards received the greatest atten- 
tion, tho crowds in City Hall park and 
some other localities often aggregating 
thousands early in the morning, increas- 
ing to vast multitudes by midday and per- 
sisting resolutely till sundown and after. 


It was then that the-hot rivalry between 


two well known penny newspapers, each 
boasting the largest circulation since the 
invention of the printing press, was at its 
height, and it was then that the steady 
going old Tribune was sufficiently swept 
off its feet to join in the push for bulletin 
board patronage. 


Tho pressure th»» brought this about 


must have been keenly felt in The Tribune 
office. 
Never before had its managers 


done anything so '-infra dig." as to make 
special blackboard displays of tho newa. 
There had been a Tribune bulletin board 
for years. This board, however, had been 
a white one and almost timid in its un- 
obtrusiveness, while the black letters writ 
on its surface daily were essentially seem- 
ly and modest in size and design. But the 
crowd attracting blackboards in front of 
Mr. Hearst's Journal, bearing bulletins 
inscribed in great chalk white letters and 
flanked with wondrous displays of rapid 
colored crayon art—-pictures of impossible 
warships and highly tinted generals and 
commodores—had not long been in evi- 
dence before The Tribune felt constrained 
to follow suit. And it must be said that The 
Tribune's bulletins are rarely inferior to 
Tho Journal's in effectiveness, whils there 
are days on which The Tribune excels tre- 
mendously not only in the size and in- 
tense white of its bulletin lettering, but 
also in the brilliance of its chalk pictures, 
pictures. 


The Tribune, in fact; has met The Jour- 


nal fairly and squarely on its favorite bul- 
letin board field, playing the game to the 
limit, though not going aa yet to The 
Journal's length of hiring a cornetist to 
play patriotic airs for the bulletin watch- 
ers to sing. As for The World's bulletins, 
they have been as big as either The Trib- 
une's or The Journal's, though not a tithe 
as gaudy and of little attracting power. 


No Lack of Interest. 


At present, save on days when there is 


heavy* fighting to be reported, the sales of 
ttc eitras are very much below high wa- 
ter mark, while the bulletin cro\vds are 
scarcely more than one-quarter of their 
maximum size oven on such days. That 
is not because the people aro not interest- 
ed. The reverse is true, but tho attitude 
of the public toward tho war is now entire- 
ly devoid of tho earlier anxioty, since there 
is no longer any possibility that New 
York or any other American city will be 
the target of Spanish guns. 


Yet, as I have stated at the beginning 


of this letter, the truly horrible nature of 
war is only beginning to bo generally 
comprehended. Its reported movements 
seemed hardly real to the majority while 
yot tho number of killed and wounded was 
small. The fate of the gallant Baglcy and 
his brave cuiupanions roused much sym- 
pathy, to be sure, but necessarily there 
wore" few in this to\Vn or tho country at 
largo to whom their deaths seemed a per- 
sonal loss, and the episode was naturally 
regarded in much tho same light as any 
historical incident of bravery and death. 


It has been different since the beginning 


of July. Though light in comparison 
with the number of killed and wounded 
in several of tho civil war's great battles, 
tho casualties in the vicinity of Santiago 
have been so numerous that it is not easy 
to walk a dozen blocks on Broadway with- 
out meeting some ono who has lost a rela- 
tive or friend, and the intensely personal 
feeling of those thus bereaved has, of 
course, communicated itself in a measure 
to the entire city. 


By and by when the maimed, but recov- 


ered victims of Spanish bullets and shells 
begin to appear on the streets, showing 
empty sleeves or walking with tho limp 
that betrays a wooden leg, or showing 
ugly scars in tho face, this personal feel- 
ing will be vastly increased. 


Tho demonstrations of personal admi- 


ration sure to bo accorded the first maimed 
and halting survivors to appear on New 
York's streets will be something well 
worth being present to see. In a certain 
eonso tho people of this town aro absorbed 
in their own affairs and remarkably in- 
different to all else, but there aro times 
When their enthusiasm passes all bounds, 
and tho first passing up Broadway of a 
man who has evidently suffered In Cuba 
will surely bo such an occasion. 


Beyond a question, too, there will be

Itood Veal. 


Ella Morris Kretschmar, writing ot 


"Dainty Dishes From Milk Veal" in Tho 
Woman's Home Companion, gives theso 
practical directions for recognizing a good 
article: 
" 'Milk veal' is the only good veal, and 


the bast period is from * to 6 weeks old. 
The flesh is then a delicate pink, tho fat 
whtte and clear. If tho flesh has a blue 
tinge and is flabby, it is too young and 
therefore unwholesome. If it is white, it 
has been bled beforo killing and likewise 
unwholesome. It is very easy to learn to 
recognize veal at just the right ago and in 
the proper condition. 
One or two careful 


inspections and comparisons with that 
which is undesirable flies the matter In 
tho mind. Surely it is worth while for ev- 
ery housekeeper to learn this simple les- 
son, tlio stiirting point of so many delight- 
ful dishes. Not to learn it simply mean* 
disappointment whenever veal is served at 
one's table, unless the pleasure and con- 
venience of the butcher happen to com- 
bine favorably to one's advantage." 


Preparing Gold Powder. 


Finely powdered gold may be prepared 


by a most simple process. Fill a small, 
unglazed, earthenware bowl with common 
kitchon salt, cover it and expose it for 
some hours to heat. The stove oven is a 
good place for it. When the water has all 
been dried out, put equal quantities of 
this salt powder and honey on a glass 
grinding plate and mix in with it the nec- 
essary quantity of gold leaf. 
Grind this 


up very gently, being careful not to presa 
hard on tho mass. 
The salt acts as a dis- 


integrator, and the honey is used because 
it will not dissolve the salt. When the 
gold is reduced to the finest possible pow- 
der it must be thoroughly and carefully 
washed with an abundance of pure water 
to remove the salt and honey.—Now York 
Ledsrer-

las In a Waterworks 
lu Cleveland* 


Witnesses All Dead and the 


Cause a Mystery. 


Wouldbe Rescuers Overcome and Hava a 


Close Call. 


Cleveland, July 13.— Tha lives of 11 


men were snuffed out in the twinkling 
of an eye last evening as a result of 
an explosion of gas in the big water- 
works tunnel that is being constructed 
under the bottom of Lake Brie. " Th» 
tunnel is an immense aftalr, being pro- 
jected to extend put from the harbor for 
a distance of four and a half mile's, and 
it has been under construction for mera 
than a year. 
The work has been at- 


tended with great difficulty. 


About six weeks ago there wa,3 aa ««• 


plosion of gas in. the shore end oT the 
big hole, which killed eight men and 
injureda number of others. Soon after- 
ward a bijr pocket of quicksand w°as 
struck and work was stopped for some- 
time. 
1%.e constructors then aakcff for 


permission to deflect the course of the 
tunnel from th* route fixed by the city 
qnglneers, but the request was refused. 
Work waa finally resumed and had 
progressed uneventfully until last even- 
ins. 


Th« explosion occurred at a few min- 


utes before 7 o'clock, but nobody will 
ever be able to t«ll how it happened, 
for «very witness is dead and the bodies 
are lying where they fell 6000 feet out 
under the lake.

It lias often beeu remarked 


that "Paris is France," which is per-

gone by, but such a representative char- 
acter could never bo attributed to Mad- 
rid in the past and is loss applicable now 
than over befora. 


With the exception of tho official

and -wealthy portion of the population 
is generally foreign. The merchants and 
business men are usually French, Eng- 
lish and German, 
find the menial 


rants, both public and private, are 
principally filled by natives from the 
provinces. Obviously thoso residents of 
Madiid who are there for profit are not 
animated by any great degree of Span- 
ish fervor in the emergent and perilous 
circumstances 
now confronting 
the 


country. 
They have their sympathies, 


but these are largely determined by the 
price of stocks and the business outlook. 
Thev deplore the war, but mostly for its 
disastrous effect upon business, 
and 


Wish it ended, no matter how. 


Of course those inhabitants of the city 


of Spanish birth are devotedly attached 
to their country and are ready to make 
any sacrifice in the present war, but 
they are mostly poor and all they can 
offer is weir services and lives, an offer- 
ing which the government cannot accept 
through lack of means. 


Though the citizens generally pursue 


their ordinary occupations -and their 
amusements with apparent unconcern 
the calm is only delusive, like the por- 
tentous lull that precedes a storm. 
There are not lacking signs of an im- 
pending outbreak, bet when it does 
come ic may be to secure food, not po- 
litical 
chances. 
In the meantime 


through the efforts of the mayor and the 
establishing cf economic kitchens for 
the unemployed there is no absolute 
want iu the city, but present ariange- 
iiitiata aro net cnpcctcd to last, and if 
the var continues the bread riots, which 
are \i'-r.<y pnt down with a strong hand 
in tho i^'j'-, inces, nitty assume a more 
scru.iia a^cci iu the capital city. 


Independently of the unanimity of 


tho biani.irils in support of their coun- 
iry m the war with the United States 
th'To is no real bond of union among 
tuuni. They are divided into supporters 
ci the present regime, Carhsts, Repub- 
licans, Socialists, etc., all bitterly op- 
posed to each other, with only one com- 
moii bond ot sympathy (love of country) 
to unite them. Should a series of disas- 
ters occur, such as the capture or de- 
struction of Cervera's fleet, the subju- 
gation of Puerto Bico and the taking of 
Havana, a revolution is almost inevita- 
bla The queen regent is not unpopular, 
even in the provinces, unless among the 
Carlists and Republicans, and she is de- 
cidedly popular iu this city, but in the 
event of the contingencies adverted to 
her regency would, not be worth a. day's 
pnrchase. 


A few days ago, while viewing the 


magnificent collection of paintings at 
the Royal museum in the Prado, I met 
one of the officials of the 
palace. 


Though inclined to be reticent and se- 
cretive, as all Spanish public men are, 
at least since the war began, he finally 
became communicative and expressed 
himself freely. He remarked that he 
did not cherish any deluhive hopes; 
that he was fully prepared to hear of 
the defeat of Spain, and he thought it 
not even improbable that she would lose 
all her foreign possessions. "But, "he 
remarked with emphnsis and great feel- 
ing, "if such a calamity befalls my be- 
loved country you may rest assured that 
there will not be many of my class left 
to deplore the loss." I did not as'r an 
explanation of the enigmatical state- 
ment—whether he intended to die in 
the service of his country on deck or 
battlefield or expected a revolution to 
decimate the ranks of the privileged 
classes.

They then 
became aware that much of the land, in- 
cluding pine woods and beaches, many of 
tho stores and a lot of other things were 
all part of Plant's property. 


Woekb ago it dawned upon a lot of 


Americans that Florida instead of being 
an ordinary commonwealth was virtually 
n little kingdom and that Henry B. Plant 
was its king. Mr. Plant way almost b» 
said to have an honest right to the title. 
By his money, enterprise and energy he has 
made Florida whit it is today. When he 
first vifeited tho state in 1853, Jacksonville 
was tho only accessible point. Hu wanted 
to go to St. Augustine. The trip had to 
be made in a dugout canoe, and in en- 
deavoring to thread tho wilderness of wa- 
terways the guide himself lost his bear- 
ings, and the future ruler of the state 
spent a night in the open. 


Since t'icii Mr. Plant has done much for 


Florida and incidentally ior himself. Ho 
has built; railroads, established steamboat 
lines and built up thriving winter resorts 
around his big hotels. He has introduced 
to tho citizens of tho northern states the 
beauties of the winter climate of Florida, 
and they have paid him back by settling 
big hotel bills and paying thumping Ing 
transportation fares. 
Now Uncle Sam is 


handing over to Mr. Plar.t a big slice of 
the war appropriations, and the railroads, 
steamers and hotels which were meant to 
furnish dividends only in winter are regu- 
lar summer gold mines. 


Although well on in his seventy-ninth 


year, Mr. Plant is still one of the busiest 
men in this country—untiring, seldom 
finding or needing time for rest, full of the 
business of' today and the requirements of 
tomorrow, but planning and preparing al-

quarter of a onntnry hence. Few things 
happen in his territory that he has not 
foreseen and prepared for, and with it all 
and with the added oares of a multimil- 
lionaire of Now Tork ho is one of the 
kindliest and most approachable of men. 


Mr. Plant is a grandson of Sarah Tr:?- 


bee, a descendant of the Huguenot Rich- 
ard Frisbce who settled lii Virginia in 
1619 and whoso son Edward was driven 
out of that state in 1643 on account of his 
Puritanism. Edward Frisbeo removed to 
Kiuiiford, Conn., and for many genera- 
tions tho Frisbees were Branford, and 
Branford was tho B'risbees. In the same 
town Mr. Plant was born in 1S19, and 
after finishing his education he entered at 
onco into tho business for which nature 
had expressly molded him and to which he 
has devoted his entire life. At 18 years 
old he had charge of tho express business 
between Now York and New Haven, and 
when that business ripened into the 
Adams Express company, In 1854, ho was 
appointed superintendent of the southern 
division of the company. At the opening 
of the civil war, in 1881, he formed and 
became president of the Southern Express 
company and has been Its president con- 
tinuously since that time. For the last 31 
years he has also been president of tho 
Tesas Express company. 


These presidencies, however, are mcro 


items In tho long list of Mr. Plant's busi- 
ness interests. In 1883 he organized and 
was made president of the Plant Invest- 
ment company, In which among his a«=o- 
ciates were Henry M. Flagler, Morris 1C. 
.Tesup, Henry Sanford, II. P. Hoadley and 
O. H. Tilley. It is over one of this com- 
pany's railway lines, reaching 
from 


Charleston to Tampa, that the troops for 
tho capture of Cuba and Porto Eico aro 
carried. A mere list of tho 13 railway 
lines, extending several thousand miles, 
of tho nine steamship and steamboat lines, 
reaching from Cape Broton to Jamaica, 
and of the six largo lintels, owned and 
operated by t,ha company under tho gen- 
eral title of the*'Plant system," reads like 
a traveler's guide. 


Though on the verge of his eightieth 


year, Mr. Plant spends a large part of his 
time In bis private car, No. 100, that 
is known and welcomed all over the south- 
ern states. Today be is in Tampa, (to- 
morrow in Jamaica, a littlo later in New 
York, In Boston, in Halifax. His office 
goes with him. everywhere by day or 
night. In the midst of tho pine woods 
No. 100 draws up In front of a shanty 
telegraph station, and in ten minutes ha 
knows tho entire day's business of the 
whole system — tho oar derailed in Ala- 
bama, the wharf mended in Halifax, the 
Bteamer's anchor fouled in Jamaica, as 
well as tho name and business of every 
visitor to his New York office that day. 
Every detail of eaeh of his great enter- 
prise)! is familiar to him, and he keeps 
closely in touch with current affairs of 
general interest. Such is the man whom 
eoma call the king of Florida.

gree of activity, and not even the invit- 
ing repose of the siesta can lure them 
from the cafes and the docks and the 
vicinity of the newspaper offices, where 
there is any possibility of getting news 
of the progress of the waor. 


They get news, for there are always 


plenty of rumors afloat, but the infor- 
mation is usually of an unreliable char- 
acter. But, true or false, it satisfies a 
craving curiosity for the time being, 
and they are content. 
Unfortunately 


those whose business is newsgathering 
are pretty much in the same category 
themselves. Surmise and even fabricated 
reports frequently supply features of 
interest in their letters. In addition to 
the strict censorship placed upon the 
press, government officials and naval 01 
military officers here are not communi- 
cative with newspapermen, and, though 
war vessels and transports are constant- 
ly entering and leaving the port, it is 
•utterly impossible in most cases to as- 
certain the whence or whither of theh 
movements. 


Correspondents who are here, like 


"Wilkins Micawber, waiting for some- 
thing to turn up, when nothing tran- 
spires or can be ascertained are liable 
to tire of patiently waiting and feel 
inclined to deal with events as Napole- 
on did with circumstances—make them 
to suit their own convenience. Of course 
I -would not wish to have it inferred 
that tho difficulty of securing correct 
information palliates the offense of this 
species of newemongering. 


As illustrative of the obstacles beset- 


ting the path of a war correspondent 1 
may mention an incident that was re- 
lated to me recently by one of that 
seemingly ubiquitous class of mortals. 
He visited a war vessel that was jnsi 
upon the eve of leaving Key West in 
search of information. 
He was inti- 


mately acquainted with its conimandei 
and a number of the officers, but after 
taxing his ingenuity to the utmost in 
devising ways and means for securing 
tho desired news he failed utterly. 
But his troubles were not yet at an end. 
While climbing down the side' of the 
warship the rope by which he held 
gave way, and he fell on the back of a 
Jack Tar in tho boat waiting below. The 
force of the impact caused him to re- 
bound into the water, from which he 
was rescued with some difficulty by 
the sailor. 
When he recovered his 


breath, he showered a number of very 
emphatic and not overchoice expletives 
and epithets xipon the head of Jackie, 
who, he said, took it all in good part and 
seemed to think it was tho proper way 
to address him under the circumstances. 


Even here, so near the seat of war, 


the wildest imaginable stories are afloat 
as to the doings and location of the 
fleet. None of these, however, will com- 
pare in strangeness with the story that 
comes from St. Thomas. One of the lo- 
cal editors there was lately informed by 
a newspaper correspondent whom he 
had wearied with his questions that the 
American fleet was at Kansas City. The 
editor rushed off to the office of his 
newspaper, and shortly tho information 
that the American fleet was at Kansas 
City was displayed in largo Danish let- 
ters npon tho bulletin board. 


In times of peace the population of 


this town is about 18,000, 6,000 of 
these being Cuban, of various shades of 
coloring, black predominating. Now 
tho number of residents is doubled, and 
during the working hours, when the 
permanent population is employed, the 
casual visitor would imagine that naval 
and military men formed nearly the 
Bole population. At the water front 
there is a continual rush and tumult, 
transports taking on troops and sup- 
plies, war vessels coming and going, 
stevedores, sailors, soldiers, military 
and naval officers all forming a kalei- 
doscopic picture that defies description. 


Hot as Key West is it is possible to 


pass the time pleasantly hero in sum- 
mer. There is less humidity than in 
bt!uoo»st, cuies farther norm, and chore 
is always a cool, refreshing breeze from 
the gulf. There are also excellent facil- 
ities for bathing, and the soldiers 
awaiting transportation here enjoy fully 
this luxury after their experiences at 
tome of the oampi.

Tha North Adams Kindergarten. 


The following extracts from a letter 


from Superintendent Hall of this city 
to the Pittsfield Kindergarten associa- 
tion will be of interest as showing 
considerably more of the local kinder- 
garten than many parents know: 


The free kindergarten was started 


by a few interested citizens who united 
their efforts to prevail upon the com- 
mittee to ask for an 
appropriation. 


There had been a private kindergarten 
for two years. Two years after the 
public kindergarten was established 
this was merged into the public kin- 
dergarten. 


We ask for no money as a separate 


appropriation for the 
kindergarten. 


!Tr, ve not since the first year. We spent 
'.:. t year about S3,0nn (total) for teach- 
ers (6) and equipment, enough for two 
new schools. The state aids us with 
additional money in connection with 
the practice and observation school. 


I send a copy of my school report. I 


have heard no objection to expense for 
the kindergarten since the second year. 
It was started three years ago. Appro- 
priation being made in April, 1895. 


Is the Curfew Law Valid? 


The validity of curfew laws was not 


supposed to be in question, but Judge 
John Henry Hardy of the superior 
court says ex-officially that he is of 
the opinion that a town has no au- 
thority to make such a law. The Win- 
throp town meeting had adopted a by- 
law prohibiting persons under 15 years 
to remain upon the streets after 9 
o'clock p. m., unless accompanied by 
parent or guardian or on an errand or 
in an employment which made it nec- 
essary for the person to be out. It was 
then decided to ask the opinion of the 
judge, which was given as above. This 
should not deter the adoption or trial 
of the curfew experiment, as Judge 
Hardy presents only a personal opin- 
ion. If there is no constitutional war- 
rant for municipal regulation of this 
kind, the fact will be duly determined. 
Meantime no effort need be spared to 
find effective ways of saving the chil- 
dren.—Republican.

Patent Issued to Local Man, 


Stewart F. Carter of 14 "Wall street, 


chemist at the Windsor print works, 
just secured a patent on a new method 
of printing fabrics, which he has as- 
signed to the Windsor company. Mr. 
Carter has had his process of printing 
in hand for some time, and has done 
considerable experimental work with 
it. The method consists in a combi- 
nation of photographing and dying, so 
that portraits, landscapes, or figures 
uf any kind can be printed on the cloth. 
Tt is an elaborate method, and as yet 
is not regarded as practical for print- 
ing in large quantities, but it is im- 
portant as a discovery of an entirely 
new application of a principle, which 
may pome time be more practically 
developed.

GITY NEED NOT PAY WAR TAX, 


By Stamping Us Checks. Stamp Fam- 


ine Continues. 


City Treasurer 
Hardepbergh has 


been informed by City Solicitor Ashe 
that in the latter's opinion no revenue 
stamps are needed on checks 
made 


out of the city. Mr. Hardenbergh has 
therefore 
stopped 
stamping 
city 


checks, 
which he had done up to 


yesterday. 
Mr. Ashe's opinion is in 


accordance with the opinions given 
by the Boston 
and 
Springfield city 


solicitors. 


This decision that city checks need 


not be stamped will mean a saving 
of considerable to the city, and will 
also apply to the county in all prob- 
ability. 
Several 
thousand 
checks 


are made out each year, and it was 
the 
evident 
intention of the new 


revenue law to have cities and coun- 
ties exempt. 


The question as to who shall pay 


the stamps for express packages has 
caused much discussion, and like sev- 
eral other 
points in the law, may 


have to be decided by legal opinion. 


The 
supply of revenue stamps is 


still far from sufficient, and business 
firms in this city, as throughout the 
state, are 
living a 
hand-to-mouth 


sort of existence as far as licking the 
official voucher of war taxes is con- 
cerned. 
The Adams National bank, 


which is acting as the local agent, for 
Collector Gill, has received 
supplies 


with considerable regularity, but the 
shipments have been small, and at no 
time have there been stamps enough 
in the city to carry on all the local 
business for long ahead. 


Every request that is sent to Bos- 


ton simply increases the distraction 
of Collector Gill, who is reported to 
be completely swamped by the orders 
that are pouring in. A quarter mil- 
lion of dollars has been placed al- 
ready on deposit as proceeds of the 
sale of stamps from the internal rev- 
enue office in Boston, and still orders 
have to remain unfilled for lack of 
the official "stickers."
